HOW “THE GARDEN” 
CAN HELP YOU 


Topical Points from recent issues. 


LETTUCES. 


To have lettuces for cutting in winter and 
early spring the plants should be grown 
either in a frame or in a sheltered part of 
the garden. A narrow border at the base 
of a high wall is quite a suitable place, 
and seedlings should be set out now 4ins. 
or 5ins. apart. The cabbage varieties, All 
the Year Round and Tom Thumb, or 
Balloon Giant, a cos kind, do quite well 
out of doors in the winter time. 


RASPBERRIES. 


The old canes which have borne fruit this 
season should be cut out at the first 
opportunity, and the new growths reduced 
to five or six on each root. Retain the 
best and stoutest canes, and tie them 
singly to the wire supports. All shoots 
between the rows should be pulled up, 
weeds removed, and the soil lightly 
pricked over with a fork. If the planta- 
tion has not received any manurial assist- 
ance for this year, a mulch of partly 
decayed manure will be beneficial. At 
this season the canes should receive as 
much light and air as possible. 


AGERATUM. 

Those who like blue shades should grow 
this old bedding plant, and, indeed, it is 
not to be despised, as it is so accommo- 
dating and even effective when in flower. 
Those who possess a good compact and 
floriferous strain should procure cuttings 
now and insert them in boxes filled with 
medium fine sandy soil made firm. Give 
a good watering to settle the cuttings, 
then place the boxes in a frame and 
shade from bright sunshine. 


NERINES, 


of which there are now so many beautiful 
varieties, are worthy of much more general 
cultivat.on. They only require cold 
frames and ordinary greenhouse treat- 
ment during all stages of their cultivation. 
N. Fothergili major is usually the first to 
show its flowers about this time. The 
numerous garden varieties will then keep 
up a display for several weeks. 

BLACK CURRANTS. 
Overcrowded bushes never produce fine 
fruit, so it is essential for a little annual 
pruning to be carried out. The spur 
system as applied to red and white cur- 
rants is not suitable for the black varieties, 
the pruning consisting of merely thinning 
the old growths that have borne fruit. 
Encourage the production of strong basal 
shoots, and if the bushes are now relieved 
of all useless wood, the new growths will 
have a better chance to develop to their 
fullest extent. Plants that are suffering 
badly from big bud ought to be dug up 
and burnt, and later on a fresh planta- 
tion made on another site.

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OLD ENGLISH POTTERY AND A CROMWELLIAN CABINET 


HE brilliancy of the wonderful 

porcelains of Chelsea, Bow, Worcester 

and other centres of English manu- 

facture for a long time cast into the 

shade the less flaunting productions 

of earthenware of the native potters 
of Staffordshire. In our own time, however, 
the appreciation of these has increased to an 
almost incredible extent and is deservedly 
increasing. Its rich and quiet colour, its 
expressive modelling, its kind humour and 
occasional irony, combined with its homely 
qualities, endeared it to the common people 
before it attracted the notice of collectors in 
general. In the old days there were collectors 
who were also potters, like Enoch Wood. 
To-day the study and admiration of the works 
of the Wood family of Burslem and Thomas 
Whieldon is almost a cult. The groups, the 
single contemporary figures, animals, jugs 
and other domestic ware have all come into 
their own. 

It is in many cases very difficult and even 
impossible to attribute with certainty an article 
to a particular potter owing to identity of 
composition in materials, painting and glaze, 
but by general consent a large proportion have 
been ascribed to the Ralph Woods, senior 
and junior. In others there is not the same 
hesitancy. The same motives are sometimes 
apparent in both porcelain and pottery. Among 
the illustrations we give is the ‘‘ Flute Player,” 
showing good composition of line, the outer 
lines of the figures somewhat suggestive of 
the “ vesica”’ form. The base is of rock 
with strewn flowers and foliage, and from it 
springs atree. Leaning against it is a character- 
istic figure of a swain playing the flute or pipe. 
His costume is of very fine colour, the coat 
being in pale brown, the long waistcoat blue, 
and for the glorification of his person he wears 
green breeches. ‘The lady, who has an expres- 
sion appropriate to listening, is clothed in a 
green dress, her bodice and skirt being white 
with coloured ribbons and edging. With 
them are the dog, lamb and goat of shepherd 
life. The “ Birdcage ” is a companion group 
of sympathetic composition. The tree on the 
rocky base is larger, the latter showing a water- 
fall issuing from it. The man who holds the 
cage, which gives the group its title, is attired 


in a pale brown coat with blue lining; his 
waistcoat is of light green and his knee-breeches 
yellow. The maiden’s dress is of the same 
colour but with a blue lining, and her bodice 


after. They are placed on tree stumps and 
are “ splashed ”’ with green, brown and yellow, 
while the height is 7#ins. A “ shreik,” fifth 
in order, is in a green and brown harmony,

is green. Holding a bird aloft in her left 
hand and grasping flowers with her right, 
and wearing a graceful hat, she makes a charm- 
ing figure. The groups measure gfins. and 
1o}ins. respectively. Between them is placed 
the smaller figure of a wandering Savoyard 
musician playing a triangle and standing on a 
blue octagonal base. His hat and coat are 
warm brown with mountings and strap of 
yellow, over blue breeches. The long coat 
over his left arm is green, which contrasts with 
purple top-boots. The statuette is a fine 
example of harmonious colouring. 

Of the more homely subjects by the Wood 
family of potters, the birds are characteristic 
of their time. Pairs were always very popular 
for the decoration of the extremities of the 
mantelpiece in the cottage best room. The 
pair of hawks shown in illustration, placed 
1 and 3 reading from left to right, are brilliant 
examples of their class, now keenly sought

its height being 8}ins., but the cock and hen 
are the most homely and lovable. He is of 
stout build, with bold, serrated comb and 
handsome tail, his colours being white, blue 
and green. The hen is sitting, her chicks 
peeping out from under her feathers, the 
colours being white, green and blue. These 
also were once the cottager’s household gods. 
These examples of old Staffordshire ware are 
from the collection of Mr. Frank Partridge, 
King Street, S.W. 

In the decoration of the Cromwellian 
period it might be assumed that there would 
be but little elaboration or luxuriance, which 
is probably true in general, but not infrequently 
there are brilliant exceptions. One of these 
is a beautiful oak cabinet, the property of 
Messrs. Gregory of Old Cavendish Street, W., 
which seems more appropriate to the house 
of a prince than to that of a commoner. It 
is in two parts, the horizontal framework 
being plain mouldings, the vertical serics 
being decorated with split bobbin-like balusters. 
In the lower range there is a double series of 


' these, placed two above two. The decoration 


of the two doors in the lower portion is very 
fine. The central panel in each is of great 
projection and bevelled away to the surface 
of the door, where it is stopped by mouldings, 
which frame a corner panel whose sole decor:- 
tion is a flat button. The subject of the central 
panel of the doors is an arched rectang'e 
showing a spray of roses and other flowe’s 
and foliage arising from a stem on a black 
ground. The effect is of great brilliance and 
richness. The roses, etc., are in mother-o'- 
pearl delicately engraved and coloured in 
parts, resembling lambent silver and 
Along the top and bottom of the doors are 
long rectangular bands of similar decoration. 
The upper range is designed in three panels, 
the central square with circular panel having 
a rose as chief feature carried out in decoration 
similar to those of the doors. It is framed in 
bold mouldings and placed on an octagone! 
ground. The outside corners are in similar 
decoration to the centre. The upper part 1s 
divided into three panels, the middle one 
plain, the others inlaid. Above these is 


narrow cornice having a dentil band. The 


whole front of the cabinet is ablaze with a glitte: 
as of silver and gold on a black ground set on 
brown oak. The cabinet stands on flattened 
spherical feet. The sides are plain, but in very 
good taste.

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HE present time is notable in the 

history of automobilism as a 

period of three interesting and 

important developments. First 

comes the great increase in engine 
efficiency that is making possible much 
smaller, lighter and more economical 
cars capable of rendering a_ required 
service, the ‘second is four-wheel brakes 
and the third is balloon tyres. Indications 
are not wanting that the first has pro- 
gressed as far as it is likely to for several 
years and, indeed, there are vague signs 
that the near future may witness a 
reversion from the high efficiency, high 
speed engine back to the low speed unit 
of the kind that was used to propel the 
motor car of ten or fifteen years ago. 
That, however, is another story. 

' There is certainly no sign, and, as far as 
one can judge, no possibility, that either 
four-wheel brakes or balloon tyres are 
mere transitory efforts. Both have come 
to stay and very little time will elapse 
before both are standard fittings on all 
but the very cheapest of cars. It is 
interesting that in some respects these 
two things, apparently so dissimilar, have 
certain important assets in common. 
Both tend to increase the controllability, 
or, more comprehensively, the voadability 
of the car to which they are fitted. The 
fallacy that four-wheel brakes appealed 
only to the racing man or the road hog 
has long been exploded and the slowest 
and most nervous of drivers are among 
those who manifest the greatest apprecia- 
tion of the enormous decelerative power 
conferred by four-wheel brakes. The 
accessory or the fitting that confers bene- 
fits on the driver who travels at normal 
speeds and under normal conditions is the 
accessory or fitting that is assured of the 
greatest permanent success, and experi- 
ments have proved that at ordinary touring 
speeds the controllability of a car is much 
improved by its equipment with balloon 
tyres. This, however, is not the primary 
yaison d’étre of these new things, but 
follows as a very welcome incidental 
asset. 

The primary function of balloon tyres 
is to increase the comfort afforded by 
all but the very largest and most luxurious 
of cars. It is not that when car size or 
suspension efficiency surpasses a certain 
standard that balloon tyres cease to give 
any further benefit, but rather that with 
cars of this super-luxurious type the extra 
comfort due to such tyres is barely appre- 
ciable. The largest and most expensive 
of cars can be and are designed and made 
so that their suspension systems alone 
will give all the ease of travel that can 
reasonably be expected from a mechani- 
cally propelled vehicle, and extra attention 
to the tyre or wheel equipment is hardly 
likely to be repaid adequately in any 
practical gain in ease and comfort of 
transit. 


TYRE SIZES AND MOTORING ECONOMY. 


It has been said that balloon tyres 
are new things. This is not strictly 
correct, for from time immemorial, as 
motoring times go, tyre manufacturers 
of all grades have been urging upon car 
makers the advantages they stood to 
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BALLOON TYRES 


is one of the prime causes of tyre dis- 


gain by the fitting of larger tyres than 
those usually adopted for cars of a given 
size. But the insistent public demand 
for lower costs—not necessarily economy, 
be it noted—was stronger than the not 
altogether disinterested pleadings of the 
tyre maker for orders for larger and, there- 
fore, more expensive tyres. A few years 
ago this cry for cheapness led the car 
maker to equip his cars with tyres of 
absurdly inadequate size and capacity, 
so that as soon as their premature failures 
happened the disgruntled owners, who were 
the fundamental cause of the use of these 
inadequate tyres, inevitably turned to 
the use of “ oversize’’ covers to replace 
those that had failed. Thus the public 
was educated at its own expense into a 
recognition that the saving in outlay 
effected by the initial purchase of small 
tyres was far from being true economy, 
and the way was prepared for the com- 
mercial introduction of tyres much larger 
than any previously in use. 

Now, the principles of construction 
that must be followed to ensure success 
in a tyre of given size to carry a given 
load are not necessarily the best guiding 
principles for the construction of a much 
bigger tyre to carry the same load. Whereas 
a relatively small tyre must have great 
strength in its walls to withstand the 
stresses to which it is subjected, and 
whereas it must be inflated to a relatively 
high pressure to carry its load, a much 
larger tyre requires neither the strength 
nor the air pressure. 


WHAT DETERMINES TYRE COMFORT ? 


The comfort conferred by the tyre 
of a motor car or cycle depends solely 
on the extent to whih the tyre may 
yield to obstacles that it encounters. 
Whether the obstacle be a definite object, 
such as a stone, or a mere inequality in the 
road surface, the shock of negotiation 
conveyed to the occupants of the car 
depends in its degree solely on the extent 
to which the tyre can give to the obstacle 
and so damp out the shock transmitted 
to the wheel and through it to the passen- 
gers in the car. If, therefore, two cars 
fitted respectively with tyres of the 
largest and smallest sizes available, but 
both inflated to allow of a give of, say, 
Iin. when passing over an obstacle, were 
driven at the same speed over exactly 
the same tracks, then the shocks felt by 
the occupants of each car—assuming, of 
course, that the cars themselves were 
identical in all respects but that of tyre 
and wheel equipment—would be prac- 
tically the same. 


TYRE ‘“FLEXING’’ AND LIFE. 


It appears, therefore, that to secure 
a given standard of comfort it is only 
necessary for all tyres to be inflated to 
pressures that, corresponding to the varying 
sizes of the tyres, will allow of precisely 
the same deflection or give in the negotia- 
tion of a certain obstacle. Unfortunately, 
this ideal is unattainable in practice. If 
two tyres, one of 3ins. and the other of 6ins. 


section, be depressed Iin. it is obvious that. 


the walls of the smaller tyre are called 
upon to give or to “ flex’’ far more than 
those of the other. Now, excessive flexing 
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integration. While knowing that they 
should keep their tyres inflated to certain 
pressures specified by their makers, few 
motorists realise that the reason for this 
requirement is that the flexing that their 
tyres would undergo must be definitely 
limited. If it is not, then the plies o1 
layers of material that constitute the 
foundation of the tyre are brought into 
friction with each other, heat is generated 
and the demise of the tyre is only a matter 
of time. 

Now, the impact or pressure imparted 
to a tyre by negotiation of an obstacle 
is a function of the weight and speed of the 
vehicle to which the tyre is fitted. If, 
therefore, a give of Iin. is to be ailowed to 
the tyres their sizes must increase pro- 
portionately to the size or weight of the 
vehicle to which they are fitted, so that 
the flexing or bending angle that arises 
in the walls of the tyre may remain 
approximately constant. In practice this 
flexing of tin. for a tyre 3ins. in section 
would be absurdly impossible ; experiment 
has determined 12} per cent. of the height 
of the tyre as the best all-round degree 
of flexing—i.e., a tyre 3ins. in section 
should be inflated to such a pressure as 
will allow 3in. of give on negotiating an 
obstacle. 


THE COMING OF THE BALLOON TYRE. 


As soon as there was an adequate 
appreciation of the true merit of large 
tyres the tyre makers were able to adopt 
new standards of manufacture. If the car 
maker, seeking for a given amount of flexing 
in the tyres he fitted to his cars, placed no 
restriction on the size of the tyres, then it 
became possible to give him what he 
wanted. Enlarge the tyre and you may 
decrease its inflation pressure and also 
the thickness of its walls. While acute 
angularity of the walls of the small tyre 
inadequately inflated so that it might 
give more than 12} per cent. of flexing 
would spell rapid ruin, a much lower 
pressure in a much larger tyre would 
maintain ideal working conditions, be- 
cause the 12} per cent. datum line would 
not be exceeded. And as at the same time 
the size of the tyre would be increased 
without any increase in its load and an 
actual decrease in its flexing angle, it» 
walls could be made much weaker thai 
those of the smaller tyre. 

Thus came the balloon, comfort © 
cushion tyre. Primarily intended to giv: 
greater comfort, it confers certain othe 
advantages and it has a longer trouble 
free life than an ordinary tyre intended fo~ 
the same load. First, the liability tv 
puncture is much less. Although the 
walls of the balloon tyre are thinner thai 
those of an ordinary tyre for the same load 
the actual thickness of material to be 
penetrated by a puncturing instrument 
is the same, for, in the case of the Dunlop 
balloon tyre at least, the tread of the 
balloon is much thicker than that of the 
ordinary, and as the same thickness of 
resisting medium is maintained by extra 
rubber instead of by canvas—actually, 
of course, ‘“‘ cord ’’’ canvas—the resistance 
is increased. Further, if a puncture 
should occur with a balloon tyre the effect

The Social Season

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is by no means so serious as with an ordin- 
ary tyre; the low pressure of the air 
inside the tyre means that it will not 
escape so rapidly as it would were its 
pressure more than double the figure— 
the respective pressures for ordinary and 
balloon tyres are on an average 5olb. 
and 2olb. per sq. in.—and the story is 
told of the Dunlop tester who drove from 
Coventry to London before he discovered 
the puncture that had deliberately been 
made in his balloon tyre before he started. 


PUNCTURES AND THEIR EFFECTS. 


While on the subject of punctures I 
may digress a little from logical sequence 
to explode the widely held fallacy that, if 
suddenly deflated, balloon tyres are highly 
dangerous, because they will fly off the 
rim. The basis for the belief may be the 
stories that used to be heard about the 
giant pneumatics fitted to heavy vehicles ; 
but there is no resemblance between the 
giant pneumatic and the balloon tyre 
other thafi that both are of exceptional 
size. A great feature about the Dunlop 
balloon tyre is that it is not held on to the 
rim by its inflation pressure. Indeed, in my 
opinion one of the most delightful and 
cleverest things about these tyres is 
their method of mounting on the rim. 
This latter is a modification of the old 
pedal cycle “ wired on” rim, and, although 
the fitting of a cycle tyre to its rim of 
this type is a task that I have never been 
able to master, I have fitted and removed 
a Dunlop balloon tyre without any tools 
whatever in less than three minutes at the 
first attempt! It was the most con- 
vincing and impressive confutation of a 
sceptic that I have ever seen, for when the 
Dunlop people told me that it could be 
done I answered, “ Yes, by one of your 
expert fitters, perhaps, but never by a fool 
of an owner-driver such as myself.” 
But when asked to try, I could not refuse, 
and if I tried to bungle the job my effort 
was sadly ineffective, for.the tyre was off 
in my hands in less time than it generally 
takes me to get the tyre levers home into 
an ordinary tyre that needs removal. 
And the same with replacement ! 

This does not sound as though the 
tyre would be particularly reluctant to 
leave the rim at undesired moments on 
the road. But, as a matter of fact, the 
secret of this rapid and easy removal by 
hand is the placing of the beads of the tyre 
—which are not beads at all in the ordinary 
sense, but inextensible canvas-covered wires 
—deep into the well of the rim at one side 
of the wheel, while at the opposite side 
the now protruding tyre is lifted off. 
In tests a car has been driven backwards 
with its front wheels having deflated 
balloon tyres on, over at full lock, and the 
tyres have never shifted. The test is 
absolutely convincing, and is far more 
exacting than anything that could happen 
in the ordinary way of driving. 


ADVANTAGES OF BALLOON TYRES. 


It follows from the greater insulation 
afforded to the car that balloon tyres will 
exercise a very considerable effect in 
damping out body squeaks or rattles. 
This, indeed, is often and quite rightly 
put forward to hesitating buyers as one 
of the main assets of the tyres, especially 
if the car to which they are to be fitted 
has seen the best of its days, but whose 
owner does not wish to part with it, 
knowing that its ‘‘ works” are sound 
and its performance satisfactory. 

Then there is the point, to which 
reference has already been made, of 
increased road adhesion. In practice this 
means that the tyres make possible higher 
speeds over twisty cross-country roads, and, 
of course, if the road surfaces be poor this 
advantage is further increased by the 
improved riding comfort which in itself 
contributes to a higher possible speed. 
When the tyres were new things and 
before adequate experiments had been 
conducted they were accused of increasing 


the tendency to skid, but now this point 
seems to have disappeared. Originally, 
the tyres had a wider tread section in 
contact with the road, with the result 
that they rode on grease instead of pene- 
trating through it and so securing the grip 
of the hard road below that is necessary 
to check the side-slipping tendency. But 
now the width of tyre tread in contact 
with the road is no greater with balloon 
than with ordinary tyres, and though the 
length is greater the penetrative effect 
remains constant. Thus a balloon gets 
the same grip on the hard road below 
the grease as does any other tyre. The 
increased braking effect which seems 
theoretically impossible in view of this 
constant area of road contact has already 
been mentioned. 


THE OTHER SIDE OF THE PICTURE. 


Of course, balloon tyres have their 
disadvantages. Most pronounced of these 
is the tendency given to a car to roll when 
taking corners at high speed, and under 
the same conditions the steering of the 
car is inclined to be rather heavier. This 
in no way affects the truth of the claim 
given above that balloon tyres make 
possible higher average speeds over cross- 
country routes. The disability of roll and 
heavier steering on corners does not arise 
until the speed of the car exceeds the 
40 m.p.h. mark, and one may assume that 
for all practical purposes cornering at above 
40 m.p.h. is a thing that is not done by 
the normal motorist, however hurried he 
may be. Therefore, although this failing 
exists, it is one that does not call for 
serious consideration. 

Of rather more point is the very much 
heavier steering given to the car at very 
low speeds. It is an obvious point, though,

like the high speed failing, it is not one that 
applies to normal conditions of use with 
sufficient frequency to be seriously annoy- 
ing. Manoeuvring the car in a garage and 
a quick turn in traffic to avoid the fool of 
a cyclist become more difficult, but are not 
rendered impossible. 

A very interesting point is raised in a 
letter I have received from Mr. Wishart, 
the designer of Crossley cars, on the general 
pros and cons of balloon tyres. He says 
that on Lancashire setts the tyres make the 
occupants of a car think that the back 
axle is unduly noisy. That this apparent 
impossibility is actually due to the tyres 
has been proved by driving the same car 
over the same setts with ordinary tyres 
and also by proceeding with the balloon 
tyres until that extremely rare feature 
of the Lancashire landscape is encountered 
—a bit of smooth road. In either case 
the apparent back axle noise entirely 
disappears. Mr. Wishart offers no explana- 
tion and certainly I can suggest none, 
but the point is interesting. 

To make this list of drawbacks of the 
tyres quite complete, there is just one 
other that must be mentioned, though 
actually it is hardly a fault inherent to the 
tyres themselves. It is that with cars 
designed for ordinary tyres there is often 
insuperable difficulty raised to the fitting 
of balloon tyres by the absence of sufficient 
mud-guard or body clearances. Sometimes 
balloon tyres will rub against the mud 
guards or part of the body, under other 
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conditions they will so limit the steering 
lock of the car as to make their fitting a 
practical impossibility. 


THE QUESTION OF STANDARDISATION, 


Finally, there is one very important 
and very silly point about which car owners 
need to be warned. Balloon tyres of an 
make or type require special rims and wheels 
—it is impossible to fit balloon tyres to 
the existing beaded-edge rims of a normal 
car, irrespective of the question o/ sizes 
because the beaded-edge rim is intended 
for a tyre that will hold itself in position 
by its air pressure. Lacking that pressure 
a balloon tyre could not stick on to the 
beaded-edge rim. All this is quite under- 
standable and quite natural. [But there is 
one special Dunlop balloon tyre with beaded 
edges for existing 30 x 3}in. rims.—Ep} 
What is neither understandable nor natural 
is that every maker of balloon tyres has 
adopted his own special type of rim and 
wheel, with the result that balloon tyres of 
one make will not fit the wheels intended 
for tyres of another make, even though 
the sizes be nominally the same! 

Assuming the remote possibility thata 
motoring tourist had two of his balloon 
tyres fail and that he could not obtain 
locally others of the same size and make 
to replace them, what could he do? He 
cannot buy balloon tyres of another make, 
he cannot buy standard tyres of the same 
make as his balloons, because neither will 
fit his wheels! All that he can do is to 
refit his old wheels with their tyres, and 
this will generally take at least as long 
as sending to the maker of his balloon 
tyres for a fresh pair. 

I hardly feel quaiified to speak with 
authority on the respective merits of the 
various wheel designs and types adopted 
by the various makers, but may say 
that in my somewhat immature judg- 
ment the Dunlop plan is very attractive. 
Moreover, these Dunlop rims will take 
the straight-sided tyre that was introduced 
with such éclat from America a few years 
ago, long after it had been discarded by 
British makers as less satisfactory in all- 
round use than the beaded-edge cover. 

A uniform range of rim sizes for 
wired balloon tyres has been adopted and 
published by the S.M.M.T., but it does 
not, of course, affect the position as regards 
beaded-edge rims for balloon tyres. 


A CAUTION. 


A word of warning is necessary to 
users of balloon tyres. It is a word of 
warning that is continually being given 
to users of any pneumatic tyres, but the 
disregard with which it is generally treated 
cannot be risked with balloons. It is 
that the pressures recommended by the 
makers must be most strictly maintained. 
If a tyre of which the correct pressure 
be 55lb. per sq. in. be inflated only to 
5olb., the error is 10 per cent, but if a 
tyre of which the correct pressure is 20lb. 
be inflated only to 15lb., the error 1S 
25 per cent. No one would expect an 
ordinary tyre to withstand such  buse 
as a 25 per cent. error in inflation pre.sure, 
but a balloon tyre is actually more delicate 
in this respect than the much more str ngly 
made tyre, and so, in view of the g eater 
proportionate difference of a slight error 
in actual pressure, it is doubly imperative 
that pressures should be exactly correct. 

A slight error in the inflation pressure 
of a balloon tyre will mean much gieater 
flexing for the walls and so much s) orter 
life, for obviously the thinner wa |s of 
the balloons can stand less in the way of 
excessive stress than can those o! the 
ordinary tyre. 

Another requirement that is self 
apparent on a little thought is thai the 
pressure gauge for measuring the pressure 
of the balloon tyres must be of eniirely 
different and much more sensitive type 
than is usable with ordinary tyres and also 
a special type of jack is wanted. Owing 
to the greater rise and fall of the tyre the

To Kill Cheap Motor Fuel. 


OME time ago we referred to our 
S satisfactory experienc:> over a period 
of several months with the low- 
priced motor spirit that is now being sold 
by many “‘ filling stations ”’ in the London 
area. In spite of the criticisms of the fuel 
that are being levelled against it from 
various interested quarters, the fuel 
seems to be earning a due measure of 
appreciation from all classes of motorists 
to whom a saving of 6d. per gallon in 
their fuel costs is an item—the cheap 
fuel costs 1s. 5d. per gallon as contrasted 
with the 1s. 11d. of the branded spirits 
sold by the big companies. Whether 
there is any truth in the criticism one hears 
that the spirit is but a mixture of a small 
quantity of specially light fuel with paraffin, 
or whether laboratory tests reveal it to 
be of much the same quality or even rather 
poorer than the No. 3 sold by the big 
companies, seems to carry but little weight. 
Very naturally, the ordinary car user lays 
more stress on the results of the only tests 
that really count—the test of ordinary 
service on the road—than on any academic 
distinctions or attacks. 

But there are attacks being made 
or about to be made against this cheap 
fuel that do concern all actuai or potential 
users of it. For some reason that is very 
difficult to understand the Motor Traders’ 
Association is strongly opposed to the 
marketing of this spirit by its members. 
The M.T.A. is a body to which belongs 
the vast majority of reputable motor 
agents and garage proprietors and it has a 
system, known as the ‘Stop List,’’ under 
which it can stop supplies to any trader, 
whether member or not, who can be 
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proved to have sold to the public any 
proprietary article at less than the official 
list price fixed by its makers. The Asso- 
ciation is in effect a price maintenance 
organisation and, within limits, its work 
is one that will receive the support and 
approval of all reasonable minded members 
of the motoring public. The criticism 
often levelled against the M.T.A. that it 
is a body existing to help the motor trader 
in his efforts to flesce the public is more 
facetious than sound and it must not be 
taken seriously. 

Nevertheless, itis difficult to understand 
the attitude of this body towards cheaper 
motor fuel. Admittedly, the branded 
spirits are proprietary articles which, like 


‘any other motor accessories, may have their 


fixed prices justly maintained by the 
M.T.A., and one could understand the 
objections of the Association to any 
member’s supplying the public with B.P., 
Pratt’s, Shell, or any other motor spirit 
at less than the proper price. But if some 
manufacturer were to introduce, say, an 
electric horn selling at a lower price than 
any other horn on the M.T.A. protected 
list, one does not imagine that there would 
be any objection to the trader selling 
this horn because it was cheap. Why, 
therefore, should there be any objection 
to the trader selling a certain brand of 
motor spirit because it is cheaper than 
that marketed by certain big concerns 
whose prices appear to be kept at the 
same level by mutual agreement ? 
Further, it is no more than a truism 
to say that the cheaper the motor spirit 
the more flourishing will be the whole 
motoring movement and, therefore, the 
more prosperous the motor trader. Any 
attempt to lessen the sale of cheap motor 
fuel is a direct attempt to limit the motor 
trader’s general business. In addition 
it is a direct blow against that ever growing 
section of the motoring public, the section 
that can only just afford a car and, having 
acquired one, uses it in inverse ratio to the 
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cost of running it. While not wealthy, this 
section of motor owners is just as valuable 
to the trade as any other, and tha‘ the 
trade as a whole is anxious to cate” for 
its business is amply proved by the 
numerous and ever increasing appeals that 
car and accessory maker and dealer ‘like 
are offering to ‘‘ the motorist of modcrate 
means.” 


Remarkable Motor Car Values, 


HE various models made by Messrs, 

Morris Motors, Limited, of Cowley, 

Oxon, have long been recogrised 
as the most striking value-for-money cars 
in existence. While not so bulky nor so 
high-powered as some of the very low- 
priced American cars, Morris’s are generally 
endowed with a better performance and, 
of course, they are very much more econ- 
omical vehicles to buy and maintain. But 
whatever their appeal as economy vehicles 
in the past, Morris cars promise to be even 
more notable in this respect in the future, 
for the 1925 prices and programme as 
recently announced, show actual price 
reductions of from £23 to £50, while the 
already comprehensive equipment has 
been extended to include Dunlop balloon 
tyres and a full insurance policy on all 
models and four-wheel brakes on the 
Oxfords. 

Of the two models of this car, that 
with an 11.9 h.p. engine is known as the 
Cowley while the Oxford engine is rated 
at 13.9 h.p., the chassis being in other 
respects practically the same. 

A driving mirror and windscreen wiper 
may be regarded as useful if not quite 
essential items of the additional equipment, 
but shock absorbers are a really valuable 
addition. The two-seater Cowley has a 
new type body, the four-seater a rear 
windscreen, and all Oxford models, except 
the two-seater, now have a six inches 
longer chassis.

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THE HUNTING HABITS OF TO-DAY 


SHORTER COATS AND LIGHTER-WEIGHT CLOTHS. 


OR cubbing, ride-astride habits are 
pretty well generally accepted, 
though the style is practically 
taboo for later on in all repre- 
sentative hunting centres. These 

distinctions add to the difficulties of selec- 
tion, so with the subject of habits in all their 
various guises in mind I recently called on 
Mr. Thomas, 6, Brook Street, W.1, to learn 
all the latest and most authentic news. 

The war, apparently, when women 
learnt to put ease and comfort before 
everything else, has shifted the taste for 
heavy Meltons to whipcords. Whipcord 
cloth is much lighter and, consequently, 
pleasanter to carry than Melton, and quite 
as sturdy. With the latter, also, a different 
weight had to be employed for the coat, 
hence the more recent fancy which can be 
carried throughout, either in a ride-astride 
or a habit skirt, is winning hands down. 

Another feature to be remarked is the 
shortened coat, terminating just above 
the knees, as may be seen in the adjoined 
sketch of a ride-astride, especially devised 
for hacking and cubbing. This model is 
built in partridge brown whipcord, which 
has a certain grey or beige tinge, the 
fronts of the coat closing with two buttons 
at the base of a step collar and revers, 
the hiatus left arranged with perfect 
precision to accommodate the correct 
white stock. 

On the cut, fit, finish and generally 
superlative character of a Thomas riding 
habit it is superfluous to enlarge at this 
date. The name is one to conjure with 
among riding women. One immense 
advantage in going to this establishment 
lies in the fact that from hat to boots 
everything can be ordered on the premises. 
Where boots are concerned this is par- 
ticularly admirable, as they can be fitted 
to the breeches, whereas two minds working 
at these appurtenances frequently have 
different views, and the wearer is the 
sufferer from conflicting opinions. 

Fashioned absolutely on the lines of 
men’s hats is the approved bowler. In the 
width and slight curl of the brim and round 
crown, this is a faithful replica. To be 
mentioned, moreover, though, I surmise, 
they are pretty well known, is the Thomas 
shirt, cut with an extension; in fact, just 
like a man’s. There was very little doubt 
from the outset that these would prove 
a success and supply a long felt want. 
The flap part being cut long enough to 
sit upon, though not quite as long as those 
of men’s shirts, keeps the whole garment 
in place back and front, and without any 
possibility of its riding up. 

They were a great inspiration, and the 
materials requisitioned for these include 
Horrockses’ striped cambric, Viyella spun 
silk and a heavy Jap silk, the accompanying 
stock being made of the same fabric. 
String gloves—and keen hunting women 
wear no other—and crops, likewise obtain- 
able at 6, Brook Street, add the finishing 
touches. 

Also filched from the other sex is the 
cut and style of the breeches, though 
Mr. Thomas sets his face against any sort 
of exaggeration, whether worn with a 
ride-astride coat or a skirt. The clientéle 
for whom he works are those who fully 
understand how necessary it is for a 
woman to be as inconspicuous in the hunting 
field as at a shoot, but in every detail she 
must be a finished product. 

With the departure of Melton and the 
uprising of whipcord, the one-time familiar 
iron-grey mixture has given way before a 
deep navy for side saddle habits, browns 
and greys being exclusively reserved for 
ride-astride. 

To be worn more conspicuously than 
has been the case for several years is the 
classical coat and skirt; a style the expert 


habit makers can alone turn out to perfec- 
tion. An advance model seen at Brook 
Street is carried out in a leaf brown Angola, 
a fabric peculiarly soft to the touch, the 
long slim coat slit up the back and stitched 
with a serried row of small horn buttons. 
This is lined throughout with tango red 
satin, a delightful contrast to the brown, 
the whole reminding one of autumn leaves. 
We are going to like these long, slim, beauti- 
fully cut coats, which are equally becoming 


to slim and portly figures, provided they 
are built to order and adapted to individual 
requirements. 

The many ready-to-wear tailor-mades, 
admirable as they are, seldom follow— 
and in this, those responsible for the de. 
signing are wise—the strictly classical 
line. They frequently skirt round it, 
cleverly enough, but to the exigeani eye 
there is just that little difference that 
means so much.
